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SONS OF FRANCE, AWAKE TO GLORY'!

The Story of the Fall of the Bastille and the Celebration of Its
Anniversary as the Great French Holiday — A New
France Broad Based on Democracy.

By GEORGE W. DOUGLAS

HIS s the annlversary of the day when
the Franehmen becama conaclons of thelr
power.

They marched in a singing, shouting, tur-
bulent mnass to the Bastille, the symbol of
privilege and plunder, nnd the impregnable
fortreas fell before thelr assault,

It was not physloal foree that overcams
the garrison, but the power of an idea.

Louls XV1, In financial stralts, had sum-
moned the thres estntes to vote him monay.
The Third Estate, reprefsenting the pilain
Frenchmen, assembled, delermined to curs
the abuses of centuries

They demandéd that the noblex and the
representatives of the church sit with them,
The King met them all together and ordered
that each Fatate sit separately. Most of the
higher orders oheyed and Ieft the hall, but
tha commons kept thelr sents.

‘‘Have you heard the King's orders?” the
Master of Ceremonies asked with a felgned
surprise at the unfamiliarity of the represen-
tatlves with the demands of royal etiquette,

And Mirabean rose and uttered the defi-
ance which still thrills Frenchmen when
they read It

“Tet me tell you that we are here by thd
will of the people, and that we shall only
qult our seats at the point of the bayonet.”

This was late In June, 1780. The King
dared not accept the challenge, and knowl-
edge of what had happened spread until on
July 14, one hundred and twenty-six yeara
ngo todny, the plain people assaulted the
Bastille with memorable results,

Just & Fort at First

The fortress was not an instrument of
tyranny when It was first built In the 14th
contury to protect the palace of Charles
V agalnst the Burgundinne, and (t had
become n  compnaratively harmiless place
wheon It wan destroyed, Only sevan prigoners
wera foupd In it and they were Insignificant
persona. It was In Itsa middie period that
there acoumulated around {t the tales of hor-
ror that made it stand In the imagination of
the French for all the abuses of irresponsihle
rule. From o fortress it was changed into
a prison for polltical prisoners In the 1hth
century,

Louls XTI of hloody memory had some
deep pits dug In the dungeons just hig
enough to hold the body of a man (prefer-
ably a polltical opponent) standing upright.
Ha lined them with smooth polished masonry.
Then he let his prisoners down In them. The
Armagnao princes were favored in thia way,
and the records show that he was in the
habit of Having these unfortunate men
hauled out pf the torture chambers twlcs a
weak to ba scourged, and then, to show them
how much he Joved them, he had two testh
torn from the jaws of each once every thres
monthe. One of the most famous gussts to
enjoy the hospliality of this hostelry was
the Man In the Yron Mask, who, sleeping or
waking, was pever allowed to be nlone &
momint. Caglloatro, the most successfyl ax-
ploiter of human credullty of hiy time—can
you name a greater faker of any (ime?—
win also entertained thera for a while he-
cause he got mixed up with the famous
Cuse of the Diamond Necklace. He wrote

von the wall of hla cell that the bullding

would be desiroyed “and the peopla shall
dance on tha placa where |t stood.™

And It was destroyed within five years and
the people danced the carmognole to the
muanie of "Ca Tra™ Bo If o man can Justify
his claim to foretell the future by s wingle
successtul guess, Cagliostro must be admit-
ted to the ranks of the woothenyers,

The courtler who told Louls XVT that the
assault on the famous prison fortress was
not & revolt but a revolution was possesyed
Of ms great abllity to read the future as
Caglicatro demonstrated. He prophesied cor
reotly, top. There Wwas & revolution, and
the stanes of the bulldlng were thrown to
the ground ma the structure of the French
monarchy began to totter, and some of them
were used to bulld a bridge that the people
might trample on the old reglmo, and others
were Inid in & glant column to commemorata
the dawn of & new era.

Made s National Holiday in 1880
Louls himuel? participated in the celebra-

tiof of tha Airst anniverséry of Le Quatorze
Julliel, when a great smphitheatre had hoen

parade of troops, with 84 pleces of artll-
lery and 6000 horses and the cross of the
Léglon of Honor was distributed mont
widely, The whole clty was decorated for
the occaslon, The people danced In the
strecta and sang the ‘“Marsellialse” hour
after hour. And every year sinca then Inde-
pendence Day has been obaerved not only in
France but wherever Franchmen llve,

It ls one of the most popular celebrations
of the year In New Orleans, whera the
French population s largs and loval to the
land of Its ancestors, They have singing,
dancing and parades, and they display the
French flag and the “Marselllaise’” Ia sung
with an enthusiasm unequaled anywhers
else In the Unlted Btates. There I8 not an
Amerlean community eontalning a conaider-
able French population where the anniver-
sary Is forgotten, If there ara no publie
demonstrations In the atreets tha French
socleties elther have dinners and speech-
mnking or glve a ball or a plenle. If they
do nothing more the Frenchmen at least
chant with holy enthusiasm In their own
homes:

Yo song of France, awake to glory!

Hark! Hark! what myriads bid you riss!
Your children, wives and grandalres hoary,
Behold thelr tears ‘and hear thelr erias!

But If the hearts of the Frenchmen in
France do not burn within them today as
they think of thelr glorious history they
will prove false to all that has been written
of them In the last eleven months of trial
Wo are told that the Fronchmen had lost
thelr anclent stamina, and that they could
not stand up under a great straln. But the
teat of war has proved that the France of
the 14th day of July, 1015, is madas of het-
ter stuff than the France of any other
day. Tho armies have gons to the front with
n stepdiness of polse and with an Intensity
of moral purpose such as astonlshes the
men themselves. Forty-five yenrs of peace
founded on the broad base of democracy
has produced a race of men that can face
danger unflinchingly and mest death without
regrot In defense of those rights to freadom
which led thelr ancestors to revolt againat
tyranny with the blind fury of madmen,
